Washington, Sept. 25 (&>~Re- 


publicans, seizing upon President 
Truman's assertion that this coun- 


try is in as great an emergency 
now as when Pearl Harbor was 
hit, came back today with "whose 
fault is it?" 


Declaring that the emergency 


will continue "until we can get 
peace and production." Mr. Tru- 
man added in his first major thrust 
into the congressional campaign, 
"that's the program of the Demo- 
cratic party." 
,, In an informal address to a 
group of 39 Democratic nominees 
from 17 states who called at the 
White House yesterday, the Presi- 
dent charged the Republicans with

the President asserted. "It is just 
impossible. The difficulties with 
which we are faced now are due 
in part to the obstructionist tac- 
tics of those gentlemen." 


Besides Reece he referred to

"He and his administration have 


been in power with overwhelming 
majority in both branches of Con- 
gress," Reece added. "No leader- 
ship has been in evidence. Mr. Tru- 
man is simply in water over his 
head." 


Mr. Truman had pointed to 


Reece and two other Republicans 
in voicing his contention of G.O.P. 
"obstruction" and describing the 
Democratic party as "the party of 
^progress." 


"I don't see how any voter who 


thinks at all could vote for the

He j 
said he personally favored such ac- 


i tion and "definitely" is against

Diplomatic authorities say that 


insofar as Stalin's latest statement 
foreshadows a determined Soviet 
effort to get along with the west- 
ern powers, the key issue this fall 
is certain to be the future of the 
German nation. 


With many other problems now 


under attack at the Paris peace 
conference, the foreign ministers 
of the United States, Britain, Rus- 
sia and France tentatively expect 
to get to the German issue in a 
new four power meeting soon after 
the Paris sessions wind up.

Seen An Evidence 


Generally Stalin's response to 


questions submitted by a British 
reporter at Moscow were welcom- 
ed here as evidencing an earnest 
desire on the part of the Soviet 
leader to minimize major conflicts 
with the western powers and to 
try for harmony in future rela- 
tions. 


Officials suggest there may be 


two principal reasons for this. 
They say first that the Kremlin 
undoubtedly has recognized in re- 
cent weeks that Russian policies 
in eastern Europe and the Middle 
East have cost Russia much of the 
sympathetic understanding it once 
had in the United States and else- 
where.

In the second place there is con- 


siderable speculation here that in- 
ternal conditions in Russia are 
far from what Stalin might de- 
sire. Hence Soviet leaders may

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THAT PIECE OF PAPER 


The cause of economy and retrenchment 


in government—about which much has been 
hoard lately—seems to be in a bad way. It 
is true that, at the instigation of the Presi- 
dent, the budget bureau has done some minor 
paring in expenditures. It is also true that 
no ieall> important cut has been made any- 
where. 


It isn't enough to shave pennies off the 


Federal budget. We've got to shave dollars— 
and billions of them. The very magnitude of 
Federal spending is in itself one of the 
strongest inflationary influences. And it is 
the influence which can be most quickly 
curbed by decisive action. 


Congress, working on the cynical doctrine 


that this is an election year and spending 
gets votes, did practically nothing in the 
interest of government economy. And it is 
evident to anyone that little will be done 
until public pressure forces it. So long as 
the "free spenders" continue to be elected 
to high office, waste will be the watchword. 


The interest in this to you, as worker and 


taxpayer, is obvious. Take a look at one 
of those green pieces of paper called a dollar. 
The future value of that piece of paper, in 
terms of commodities and labor, is the issue 
at stake. Other pieces of paper, called francs 
and marks and kroner and yen, have become 
worthless because of government excesses. 
Will it happen here? 


DISCOURAGED BUILDERS 


As long as builders kept putting up hous- 


ing, 
however slowly, there was a little hope 


for places to live in the future. For many 
months building has been too little and too 
slow, but progress was perceptible. 


But the picture is not getting better, it's 


getting worse, according to nation-wide data 
gathered in Newsweek. The struggle for 
almost non-existent materials, the price 
squeeze between builders' costs and builders' 
ceiling-bound receipts, and the troubles of 
trying to hire skilled workers and trying to 
pay them while waiting for materials, have 
become too much for most contractors to 
endure. One after another they are giving 
up, some of their houses unfinished, many 
never started. They have decided to sit the 
emergency out, rather than keep up the fight 
and lose money. 


The builders give plenty of reasons for 


their troubles—O.P.A. inequities and unsatis- 
factory distribution of materials. Most of all 
they blame the whole system of government 
regulations. 


Drastic action is needed, based on a com- 


prehension of the whole home construction 
business. One way or another, the movement 
must be resumed to get materials to builders, 
and houses for the homeless. There must be 
people in this country who know how to get 


the track.

NO ROOMS IN NEW YORK 


New York hotels were able to come up for

in Europe included the Balkans, Hungary and the 
Ukraine, and they held much of Asia, including 
Mesopotamia; in Africa, they held Egypt. Tripoli 
and exacted tribute from Tunis to Aden. The 
Turks were stopped in their conquest of Europe 
in 1683 by John Sobieski, King pt Poland, then" a 
great nation. In two centuries, up to 1918 the 
Turks lost 3,000,000 square miles of territory, which 
is the size of the continental United States". After 
World War 1, Turkey was limited to Asia. 


But they held the Dardanelles and therefore 


controlled the movement from the Black Sea to the 
Mediterranean. 
It has been a rich but trouble- 


some possession creating a permanent basis for 
trouble with Russia. The Russian-Turkish war 
(1768-74) ended in the treaty of Kuchuk Kainarja, 
which brought Russia down to the Black Sea with 
rights to pass through the Dardanelles. Since that 
date, Russia has had its cjes on the Dardanelles 
as a prospective Russian possession with the object 
of establishing Russian might in the Mediterranean. 
It has been back-and-forth diplomacv and even 
fighting, but in 1921, when Russia had "suffered the 
ravages of the Bolshevik Revolution, Turkey re- 
gained by treaty the three Turkish areas of\Kars, 
Ardahan, and Batum (except the port of that 
name), which served to strengthen Turkey terri- 
torially and in her control of the Dardanelles. 


The Western powers, particularly Great Britain, 


have been anxious to establish tree navigation in 
the Dardanelles for all shipping. 
At times, how- 


ever, the British denied themselves this freedom 
rather than see Russia enjoy it for her men-of-war, 
which would have brought the Muscovite into the 
Mediterranean. 
However, at the Lausanne Con- 


ference, after Britain's disasters in World War 1 
because she was unable to force passage through 
the Dardanelles. British policy was altered to the 
extent that the Straits of the Dardanelles were, 
with limitations, to be opened to the Powers. This 
Straits Convention was signed in 1923 and Russia 
became a party to it. In 1936, the Montreux 
Agreement was signed, for a period of 10 years, 
governing the status of the Dardanelles. To this 
agreement the United States was a party and while 
it has expired, it is, according to its provisions, 
in operation until replaced by a new convention. 
The Russians now demand the revision of the Mon- 
treux Convention in a manner that would give 
Russia military control of the Dardanelles and ex- 
clude Great Britain and the United States from 
any voice in its control and management. 


The essence of the Russian claim is that con- 


trol of the Dardanelles shall be in the hands of 
Turkey and the Black Sea powers, that is. Turkey, 
Soviet Russia, Bulgaria, and Rumania. In such a 
council, Turkey would be outvoted by numbers and 
power. The proposal is equivalent to a Russian 
:onquest of the Dardanelles. It means- Russian 
bases on Turkish territory. 
Joint Turkish-Russian 


defenses of the Dardanelles would, if only because 
of preponderance of numbers, end in Russian mili- 
:ary control.

Before going into the stride and 


swing of bowling, a little more 
caution in the selection of a ball 
is in order. 


The point I wish to stress is 


that when the fingers are fitted 
into the holes, whether with a two- 
fingered, three-fingered or "curv- 
ed" pitched ball, the palm of the 
hand must fit snugly against the 
ball. 


There should be no space be- 


tween the ball and the palm, (as 
shown in No. 1 and 2 of the illus- 
tration) when the ball, is resting 
and the hand is fitted. When the 
ball is lifted the strain of the lift 
should cause an opening only large 
enough for a pencil to be moved in 
between the ball and the palm, 
no more. 


When a space larger than pen- 


cil-size is permitted, the ball must 
be "pinched" to hold on to it. This 
puts a strain on the back of the 
hand, inducing sore knuckles, and 
it is especially hard on the fingers. 
Pinching the ball causes blisters 
eventually and takes much fun out 
of the game. A bowler with sore 
fingers as a handicap can hardly 
deliver the ball accurately with 
any consistency.
